HOW THE GAME I8 PLAYED. 
The ball used by the Indians is made 
of pieces of woolen stockings or any 
similar substance, encased in leather. 
It is about the size of the ordinary 
cricket ball. A level piece of clear 
round is selected, and two goals fixed, 
distant from each other about one 
hundred yards. The goal is made 
ing two saplings * the 
ground, and about five feet apart. The 
game is played by six Indians at a 
time, three to a side. The game con- 
sits in each side's to kick the 
ball through the A the other. 
This must be done from the space be- 
tween the goals; ifthe ball is kicked 
through from the rear, it does not 
count. When the ball has been fore- 
ed through one or the other of the 
goals the e is won. It must be 
kicked through, not thrown.

selves with unuecessary clothing when 
about to engage in this sport.

To-marrow finds bim there again, that 
want supplied, ready, to put up his 
last garment again. If it 
any exchangeable value, the Indian 
would bet his head, and, if he lost, 
would shoulder it over to the winner 
without a word.
